BOARD OF DIRECTORS. 
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RULES AND REGULATIONS 

ENTRIES 

1. Exhibits of all kinds, unless otherwise speci¬ 
fied, are open to exhibitors from Inyo and Mono 
Counties. 

2. Entries will be received any time after 
August 1st, and the Committee will consider it a 
favor if entries are made as early as possible. 

3. The Association will positively not pay a 
cash premium on any article not specifically men¬ 
tioned in the premium list, but such articles may 
be accepted by the committee in charge, and placed 
on exhibition and if considered by the judges to be 
worthy will be awarded special ribbon premiums. 

FAIR OFFICE OPEN 

4. Main office at the Fair Grounds will be open 
Monday September 24th and articles will be re¬ 
ceived for exhibition purposes. 

5. Articles sent by freight or express should 
be sent prepaid and addressed to Karl Keough, 
Manager Inyo County Fair, Bishop, California. 
Notice of the shipment should be sent to the 
manager by mail. 

6. Entries in all divisions will close on September 
26th, but the management reserves the right to 
accept entries later, if good and sufficient reasons 
are given for the delay. No entries accepted on 
which carrier charges have not been paid. 

7. There shall be no entry fee charged on any 
entries or exhibits. 

8. A proper entry of all animals or articles 
to be exhibited must be made with the entry clerk 
at the secretary’s office on or before midnight 
September 26th. A tag bearing the number, with 
coupon attached, wiH be furnished for each entry. 
The tag must be attached to the article, annual nr 
stall, and the coupon should be retained by the 
owner or exhibitor in order to claim the article or 
animal at the close of the fair. As soon as these 
tags are obtained and the entry made with the 
Secretary the superintendent of the division will 
receive and place the article or animal to be shown.

14. The entry card with number received from 
the entry clerk must be attached to the animal or 
article when being judged. 

15. Exhibitors must in all cases be the bona 

hde owners of articles or animals entered by them 
unless especially excepted. J ’ 

16. Exhibitors will at all tunes give the neces¬ 
sary and personal attention to whatever they have 
on . cxhd^ition, All stalls will be turned over to the 
exhibitor bedded. New bedding and hay will be 
furnished free of charge. At the close of the fair 
exhibitors must take entire charge of their property 
and remove same promptly. 

RESPONSIBILITY FOR LOSS 

17. Each exhibitor will be solely responsible 
tor any consequential or other loss, injury or 
damage done to, or occasioned by, or arising from 
any animal or article exhibited by him, and shall 
indemnify the Association against all legal pro¬ 
ceedings in regard thereto. The association will 
take every precaution in its power for the safe pres¬ 
ervation of all stock and articles on exhibition and 
all property of every character entered for com¬ 
petition or display or for any other purpose, or being 




anywhere in the fair grounds shall be subject to 
the control of the Inyo County Fair Association, 
but in no case will the Association be responsible 
in any way for any loss, damage or injury of any 
character to any property while same is on the fair 
grounds, or at any other time or p^ce. 

18. Exhibitors having space allotted to them 
will not be allowed to change for another position 
without first having obtained the consent of the 
superintendent of that division^ under penalty of 
forfeiture of premium. 

19. Exhibitors of live stock must inform them¬ 
selves from the superintendent of their division 
when their stock will be judged. 

20. Stock must be in the show ring promptly 
after being called, with proper entry card attached. 
Any person failing to comply with this order will 
be ruled out from the competition. All exhibitors 
of livestock must participate in the live stock 
parade, under penalty of forfeiting all prizes won. 

21. Exhibitors of live stock will be required 
to display over each stall or pen occupied by their 
stock a printed placard containing the name, breed, 
and age, with register number, of the animals ex¬ 
hibited, and also the name and address of the owner. 

All other exhibitors will be required to display 
on each entry exhibited a suitable card, having 
legibly written or printed thereon, the name of the 
variety and the name and address of the owner. 

22. All exhibitors are required to guard their 
exhibits on the last day of the fair until all exhibits 
are removed. 

23. Persons exhibiting pure bred animals will 
be required, if requested, to furnish name and 
register number of animals to be exhibited to the 
secretary at the time of making entry, and proof 
must be furnished, if asked, of the eligibility of an 
animal to be registered which has not received a 
number.

29. No exhibit can be removed from any de- 
partment until 5 o’clock p. m. Saturday, September 

SWEEPSTAKES AND CHAMPION 

30. Animals must have been awarded the first 
premiums in order to compete for sweepstakes or 
champion premiums. 

31. Sweepstakes and champion entries will be 
based upon the same rules and no entries will be 
made, as according to Rule 30, no entries can be 
made until the first premiums are awarded, then 
the fact of the awarding of the premium enters 
the animal or article. 

32. Premiums will be designated by ribbons, as 
follows: 

First Premium - - . Blue ribbon. 

becond Premium - - Red ribbon. 

third Premium - - . White ribbon. 

Champion * Purple ribbon. 

Sweepstakes ... Purple ribbon. 

Grand Champion - - . Gold ribbon. 






JUDGES 

33. Judges in various divisions will enter upon 
their duties at 10 o’clock Thursday morning, Sep¬ 
tember 27th, attended by a clerk from the secre¬ 
tary’s office. 

34. Any person attempting to influence the 
judges in their decisions in any manner will for¬ 
feit all premiums awarded and will be excluded 
from competition and exhibition. 

35. No person wll be permitted in the ring 
while the stock is being judged except the award¬ 
ing committee, the officers of the fair and the 
necessary attendants. 

36. If an article is not deemed worthy of a 
premium, even though there is no competition in 
the class, the judges will not award the premium. 

37. If there is any question as to the regularity 

of any entry or the right of any animal or article 
to compete in any class the judges shall report 
same to the superintendent in charge for an ad¬ 
justment. i r 

38. The judges will be expected if called for 
to give the reasons for their decisions, embracing 
the value and desirable qualities of animals or 
articles to which premiums are awarded. 

39. No. director of this association shall act as 
judge in any class or shall any exhibitor in any 
given class act as judge in this class. 

PROTESTS 

40. All protests must be made in 
setting forth the grounds for protesting, 
against the exhibitions of either animals or articles 
must be filed with the secretary at least 24 hours 
before the awards are made. Protests against the 
awards must be filed with the secretary by 4:00 
p. m. of the day following that upon which. the 
awards are made. Protests against the exhibition 
of animals or articles will be considered . by the 
Premium list committee at its first meeting after 
the filing of the protest. Parties interested will 
be duly notified by the secretary and the oppor¬ 
tunity given them to submit evidence. In every 
case of protest the party protesting must deposit 
with the secretary the sum of $10.00, which sum

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shall in the event of the protest being sustained 
be returned to the complainant and if the protest 
be not sustained, the said sum shall be forfeited to 
the Inyo County Fair Association. 

HELP AND SUPPLIES 

# 41. No. superintendent or assistant of any 
division will be permitted to employ help without 
written authorization from the manager. 

42. An order for all supplies must be obtained 
from the manager. 

BILLS 

43. No bills for expenses will be audited or 
paid during the fair except labor bills. All persons 
having claims against the association must present 
them to the secretary within ten days after the 
last day of the fair. 

CONCESSIONS 

44. Space will be sold after September 1st for 
concessions and novelties, and a contract for the said 
concession will be made at the time designating 
the time of final payment and space allotted. No 
concession will be allotted space unless written 
contract has been made. 

45. No person or exhibitor will be permitted 
to distribute printed or advertising matter or put 
up signs upon the grounds other than at the space 
allotted to exhibitor for exhibition purposes. 

MERCHANDISE DISPLAYS AND 
DEMONSTRATIONS 

46. No fees for space allotments will be 
charged for merchandise displays or demonstrations 
of machinery. All parties wishing to make such dis¬ 
plays or demonstrations will make application to 
the Manager, who will allot the space which in 
his judgment may be necessary and available. 
Parties making such displays or demonstrations wiU 
be required to erect their own booths and stands 
and will be required to pay the association a per¬ 
centage of 10 per cent on all sales up to $100.00 and 
2^2 per cent on all .above that sum on sales actually 
made during the fair. All booths and stands to be 
removed by them immediately after the fair. 
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ADMISSIONS 


47. Single admission each day 75 cents before 
11 o’clock; 50 cents after 11 o’clock. Children be¬ 
tween 6 and 12 years of age 25 cents. Children 
under 6 when accompanied by parents or guardian, 
free. No return or pass out checks will be given 
from the grounds except for the 75 cent tickets, 
issued before 11 o’clock. 

GET EXHIBIT IN EARLY 

48. Every exhibit must be in place Wednesday 
evening September 26th, and a complete fair will 
be open bright and early Thursday morning. There 
will be no exceptions to the rule regarding installa¬ 
tion of exhibits. 

49. No smoking will be allowed in any of the 
buildings or tents on the Fair grounds. 

Exhibitors of animals, machinery in motion, 
and other exhibits liable to cause accidents, injury 
or damage to persons coming in contact with them, 
shall guard their exhibits and protect the public from 
coming in contact with them, and every exhibitor 
shall indemnify the Association from and against 
all claims and demands, costs, charges and ex¬ 
penses which it may incur, suffer or be put to, by 
reason of any accident, or of any person being 
injured or suffering damage through or by reason 
of any such exhibit not being properly guarded or 
the public not being properly protected therefrom. 

The Association will take reasonable precau¬ 
tion to insure the safety of exhibits sent to the 
Fair but the owners themselves must take the risk 
of exhibiting them; and should any exhibit or 
portion thereof be injured, lost or stolen, the As¬ 
sociation will give assistance towards the recovery 
of the same, but will not be liable, or make any 
payment for the value thereof. 

INDIAN EXHIBITS 

All Indians will be eligible for prizes and 
ribbons in all department® in which they desire to 
enter. A special Indian Department for Indian 
handicraft only is included in the catalog.
